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DETAILED ACTION 



Current Status 



1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 8 June 2006. 

2. Claims 12, 17 and 18 are pending in the application. 

3. The double patenting rejection is withdrawn because applicants filled a terminal 
disclaimer. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 12, 17 and 18 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants claim a monosalt of substituted methylene bisphosphonic acid of the general 



wherein all the variables are as defined in the claims. The monosalt was neither 
found to be obvious nor anticipated by the prior art of record. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that teaches or motivates 
one of ordinary skill to disclose a monosalt of substituted methylene bisphosphonic acid 
of the general formula 1 as claim by applicants.
